“Pagliacci”  by  Leoncavallo,  one 
of  the  favorite  Italian  operas,  tells 
the  story  of  the  "eternal  triangle” 
in  the  company  of  a traveling 
roadshow.

When  he  eventually  found  his 
comrades,  he  was  given  permiss- 
ion to  sail  for  South  America 
where  he  began  a tour  of  that 
continent.  % 

Since  his  South  American  debut 
he  has  become  famous  the  world 
over.  He  made  his  initial  ap- 
pearance in  the  United  States  in 
1942.  Following  his  debut  in  Car- 
negie Hall  he  was  immediately 
acclaimed  by  the  critics.  He  is 
now  making  his  second  tour  of 
the  North  American  continent 
An  example  of  how  wrapped  up 
he  gets  in  his  music  is  illustrated 
by  a story  of  his  own  telling. 
According  to  Mr.  Uinsky,  a gent- 
leman came  backstage  between 
numbers  and  said  to  him,  "Mr. 
Uinsky  I am  so  impressed  with 
your  playing  of  Chopin  that  I 
want  you  to  promise  me  that 
when  I die  you  will  play  his 
“Funeral  March”  at  my  funeral.”

Reader  challenges  editorial  . . . 

Dear  Editor 

Having  just  read  Bob  Haman’s  “What’s  Wrong  with  College,” 
I find  myself  going  round  and  round  and  coming  up  with  several 
inconsistencies. 

Since  my  personal  qualification  appear  to  be  equal  in  negative 
value  to  his,  in  relation  to  the  subject,  I dare  assume  the  temerity 
to  challenge  his  conclusions. 

I first  come  to  grips  with  Mr.  Haman  over  item  two.  That  there 
are  not  enough  good  students  is  true.  There  will  never  be  enough. 
What  I object  to  is  the  implication  “that  there  are  not  enough  good 
students  because  of  social  life,  prescribed  courses,  etc.  I am  quite 
aware  of  the  “diversity  of  hodgepodge”  available  to  the  college 
student,  but  I see  no  evil  in  it. 

In  item  three  Mr.  Haman  bemoans  “the  antequated  system”  of 
grading  which  places  the  emphasis  on  social  estimation.  Now,  this 
is  just  the  method  we  find  in  life  for  the  placing  of  values.  Yet 
in  item  four  we  find  the  statement,  “There  is  not  enough  correlation 
between  education  and  the  life  one  will  have  to  face  out  of  college” 
and,  while  I am  in  sympathy  with  Mr.  Haman’s  argument  in  item 
five  that  degrees  tend  to  be  narrow  in  educational  scope,  yet  there 
too,  such  narrowness  follows  the  pattern  of  the  workaday  world. 
Specialization  is  almost  a necessity,  though  it  is  a two  edged  sword. 
For  let  conditions  change,  as  they  most  certainly  do  and  the  specialist 
may  suddenly  discover  himself  up  a “blind  alley.”  Nevertheless 
life  does  call  for  a high  degree  of  specialization  in  most  jobs  today. 

In  item  six  and  eight  Mr.  Haman  generally  decries  the  influence 
of  the  teacher  and  the  necessity  of  student  adjustment  to  the  teacher. 
Yet  every  job  requires  of  the  workman  that  he  adjust  to  the  boss, 
who  will  probably  have  even  less  sympathy  with  the  worker’s  desire 
than  will  the  teacher  for  the  student’s. 

And  finally  in  item  seven  we  find  objection  voiced  to  “assembly 
line  techniques.”  Truly  this  is  an  objection  which  might  well  be 
voiced  by  us  all,  but  here  again  the  point  I make  is  that  this  also 
is  only  too  close  to  the  hard  facts  of  life  where  the  worker  must 
adjust  to  the  job,  and  quickly,  with  little  consideration  shown  for 
his  personal  idiosyncrasies. 

So  let  us  look  around  us  and  open  our  eyes  to  the  ways  college 
can  and  does  prepare  us  for  “practical  life.”  Life  is  a series  of 
personality  tests.  How  well  we  meet  these  tests  is  an  accurate 
measure  of  not  only  how  well  we  do  in  life  but  also  of  how  much 
enjoyment  we  find  in  life.

Haman  defends  his  position  . . . 

When  one  discusses  a variety  of  related  topics  in  outline  form 
and  does  not  elaborate  upon  debatable  points,  it  is  natural  that 
some  parties  will  take  issue  on  the  indefiniteness  of  those  points. 
A brief  discussion  of  a large  subject  frequently  fails  to  communicate 
and  hence  stirs  disagreement. 

In  writing  What’s  Wrong  With  College  I was  assuming  that  the 
purpose  of  education  is  to  bring  about  change  for  the  better  as  well 
as  to  prepare  one  for  meeting  what  erists.  Upon  the  seeming  con_ 
tradiction  of  these  two  roles,  the  need  to  foster  improvement  and 
the  need  to  adapt  one  to  the  present  reality,  Mr.  Kirchoff  took  issue. 

I would  like  to  point  out  to  Mr.  Kirchoff  that  the  mere 
existence  of  a particular  system  or  situation  in  practical 
life  does  not  demand  or  justify  the  existence  of  that  same 
situation  or  system  in  education.  The  mere  fact  that  a fu- 
ture. employer  may  be  biased  or  indifferent  certainly  doesn’t 
justify  those  same  qualities  in  a teacher.  Although  it  is  my 
contention  that  education  must  prepare  one  for  practical 
life,  I don’t  advocate  a preparation  which  is  practical  to  the 
extent  that  it  involves  the  same  confusion  and  blundering 
we  face  in  the  material  world. 

I too  am  a practical  man,  but  I also  recognize  the  need  for  im- 
proving the  quality  of  what  is  practical.  To  be  practical  to  the  ex- 
tent that  one  denies  all  ideals  and  values  merely  to  meet  the  present 
need,  merely  to  enjoy  “the  full  life”  is  absurd,  and  since  Mr.  Kirch- 
off enlists  Christian  doctrine,  it  is  also  Un-Christian. 

When  I first  mentioned  a practical  education,  I meant  an  ed- 
ucation that  not  only  taught  truths  and  values,  but  an  education 
that  would  help  maintain  those  values.  I would  like  to  see  college 
practical  to  the  extent  that  it  taught  truth  in  the  light  of  what  truth 
has  to  combat.  I would  have  college  prepare  one  for  practical  life 
by  preparing  one  to  perpetuate  all  that  is  good  and  true  within 
him,  within  all  mankind.  And  yet  I fail  to  see  the  need  for  corrupt- 
ionexisting  within  college  on  the  premise  that  it  prepares  one  for 
the  corruption  outside  of  college. 

I repeat,  college  should  be  a place  for  the  promotion  of 
the  best  that  is  known  and  thought,  it  should  be  a place 
where  truth,  beauty,  and  goodness  are  fostered,  it  should 
be  a place  where  ideals  are  given  strength  as  well  as  ma- 
turation- 

To  Mr.  Kirchoff,  I would  suggest  that  there  are  a higher  set  of 
ideals  than  those  perpetrating  -the  practical,  and  I would  defend 
those  ideals  despite  the  expediency  of  any  temporal  social  estimates. 
College  is  not  a proving  ground,  nor  is  future  material  success  a 
proving  ground.  In  college  and  outside  college,  I believe  that  there 
are  other  values  than  those  popularly  pursued.

There  has  been  quite  a rhubarb  for  the  past  several  months  over 
the  upholding  of  the  Sanity  Code-  Now  for  those  who  are  not  too 
familiar  with  it  the  Sanity  Code  is  a set  of  rules  established  by  the 
National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  to  keep  college  athletics 
strictly  amateur.  Virtually  every  college  in  the  country,  270.  in  all, 
belongs  to  the  NCAA  which  until  last  January  14,  had  quite  a say 
in  policies  regarding  intercollegiate  athletics.  But  let’s  go  back  a 
couple  of  months  and  pick  up  the  story. 

It  seems  that  that  NCAA  found  that  seven  colleges  hadn’t  been 
living  up  to  either  the  spirit  or  the  letter  of  the  Sanity  Code.  Now 
this  scribe  would  be  willing  to  give  13  to  5 odds  that  99^  per  cent 
of  the  nations  colleges  have  violated  knowingly,  at  least  one  of  the 
five  provisions.  The  seven  schools  cited  were:  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, VMI,  VPI,  The  Citadel,  the  University  of  Maryland,  Boston 
College  and  Villanova. 

It  was  argued  and  proposed  that  these  colleges  be  boycotted  by 
expulsion  from  the  NCAA  and  therefore  dropped  from  all  scheduled 
games.  South  Carolina’s  withdrawal  from  the  Union  led  to  the 
Civil  War  so  it  was  altogether  fitting  that  The  Citadel  located  at 
Greenville,  South  Carolina,  should  be  the  first  to  withdraw  from 
the  NCAA.  But  let’s  get  on  with  the  story. 

The  annual  convention  of  the  NCAA  met  in  New  York 
and  on  January  14,  went  to  work  to  decide  the  fate  of  the 
malicious  offenders.  After  much  haggling  a vote  was  taken. 

The  results  were  in  111  favor  of  ouster  and  93  against  it, 
quite  short  of  the  necessary  two -thirds  vote. 

Probably  most  of  the  93  votes  came  from  colleges  whose  back- 
yards are  not  too  well  in  order  and  feared  the  axe  might  fall  on 
them  as  it  leaked  out  that  10  more  colleges  were  due  to  fall  at  the 
next  convention.  It  is  also  possible  that  some  of  the  dissenting  votes 
came  from  colleges  that  might  not  appreciate  the  financial  loss  of 
a big  gate  next  fall.  Whatever,  the  reason,  all  the  malicious  offenders 
are  with  the  exception  of  The  Citadel,  again  members  of  the  NCAA 
in  good  standing. 

By  this  time  you  are  probably  wondering  just  what  the  Sanity 
Code  really  is.  Well,  let’s  run  over  the  five  provisions  of  the  Code, 
adopted  two  years  ago. 

1.  Athleties  shall  be  admitted  to  the  institution  on  the 
same  basis  as  other  students  and  shall  be  required  to  main- 
tain the  same  academic  standards. 

Good  point.  Agreed? 

Financial  aid  may  be  given  athletes  only  (a)  if  awarded 
on  the  basis  of  need  by  the  regular  agency  for  giving  aid  to 
all  students;  (b)  if  awarded  on  the  basis  of  high  scholarship; 

(c)  if  awarded  on  the  basis  of  qualifications  of  which  athletic 
ability  is  not  one. 

Take  a look  at  part  C again.  Why  should  an  athlete 
be  discrimniated  against?  There  is  plenty  of  room  for  pro- 
fessional athletes  nowadays.  There  are  doctors,  lawyers, 
and  other  professional  men.  Why  handicap  a man  because 
his  trade  is  sports. 

3.  No  institution  shall  solicit  any  prospective  athlete 
with  an  offer  of  financial  aid. 

It’s  kind  of  tough  these  days  to  get  hold  of  an  athlete 
without  having  something  to  offer  him.  Ask  any  college 
coach. 

4.  Compensation  of  an  athlete  shall  be  commensurate 
with  the  service  rendered. 

It  would  be  mighty  difficult  to  work  and  practice  and 
adhere  to  rule  number  one. 

5.  An  athlete  may  be  given  incidental  benefits  such  as 
medical  attention  and  meals  while  on  sanctioned  trips  and 
one  meal  a day  during  practice  periods  on  the  campus. 

That  sounds  pretty  fair  here. 

That  is  the  Sanity  Code  or  the  “Insanity  Code”  as  it  is  often 
referred  to. 

The  results  of  the  recent  rhubarb  can  be  summed  up  briefly! 
The  NCAA  as  an  organization  to  determine  policies  effecting  the 
amateur  standings  of  colleges  is  over.  From  now  on  it  will  be  up  to 
the  individual  conferences  to  handle  such  matters.  It’s  our  opinion 
that  a set  of  rules  should  be  set  so  that  one  college  would  not  have 
the  advantage  over  another  in  inducing  athletes  to  enroll.

Social  unit  teams,  espec- 
ially, are  urged  to  send  bowl- 
ers to  the  Wednesday  after- 
noon league.  According  to 
Robison,  bowling  is  one  of  the 
activities  that  counts  towards 
winning  the  intramural  all- 
around  cup  at  the  end  of  the 
year.
